Samson. 


He had long amber-colored hair that hung to his

Jack Dempsey was the world’s

Just be- 
fore this service .started I went 
upstairs, got down on my knees 
and said, ‘O God, if You never 
Save another soul, I want you to 
(Continued on Page 3) 
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save Fred Waters and Christine 
Morrison. Both of them are here 
on their knees weeping. My 
friends, do not tell me it is not 
real.”’ 


I was preaching in Southeast 
Alabama and started up to Jack- 
son, Tennessee, and stopped in 
the community where my friend 
Joe Blamberg, was in a meeting. 
It was his home town. It was 
night, ahd they asked 
me to preach, They said, “We had 
planned a testimony meeting, but 
won't you stay and preach?” J 
first declined, but they insisted. 
I said, “All right, I'll stay.” 

Joe said, “I hope so. You 
know, Monk, you are an athlete 
and my brother Red thinks the 
world of you. [Red was a big 
two-hundred-and-ten pound foot- 
ball player, a’ fine red-headeg fel- 
low, full of life.] I believe he will 
come to the service tonight if you 
will preach.” 

I said, “I'll preach.” 

So Red came in for supper. He 
was working at a sawmill. Hur- 
rying in to the kitchen, he greeted 
me and was glad tosee me; but he 
got a bite to eat and said, “Moth- 
er, I can’t stay for supper; I've 
got to go back to the sawmill. 
He ran out the back door, jumped 
into the truck and started off. I 
looked around at Mrs. Blamberg 
and she was crying. She haa 
prayed so long and hoped so much 
that her son would attend the 
service that night. 

I said, “Mrs. Blamberg, don’t 
cry; let’s pray.’’ We went into the 
living room, got down on our knees 
and prayed that God would save 
Red. I became so burdened for 
that young man that I could hard- 
ly eat supper myself. I went over 
to the service which was being 
held in a small-town country 
school and church together. I went 
out on the baseball diamond be- 
hind the schoolhouse and walked 
from one base to the other. I 
got to thinking about the power 
of God. I looked up at the sky 
and saw the stars. I began to 
think about what the astronomers 
tell us about the size of some of 
those great heavenly bodies. I 
began to think about what a 
mighty God we have. I said, “God, 
You have all power. You put those 
stars up there. God, You have all 
power. You can send Reg back 
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to this service tonight. 
him back here.” 


I looked down at the’ ground, 
walked from one base to the 
other, back to the home plate, 
prayed some more, “and went 
around again. I looked up at the 
stars but could not see them now 
because God had veiled them with 
clouds, and a drop of rain hit me 
on the cheek. I went on to the 
church and started the service. I 
got up to preach, opened my Bible 
to the text, looked up. The back 
door opened and in walked Red 
Blamberg. God had sent a heavy 
rainstorm, he could not get over 
the roads to the sawmill, and he 
came back to the service. 


I hurried through to the invita- 
tion as quickly as I could.” I gave 
the invitation, one person came 
forward to accept Jesus Christ. 
It was Red Blamberg. One person 
came for that purpose, but a 
whole family came. Joe was at 
the piano and he stopped the music 
with a crash, ran to the altar and 
fell down on his knees by Red's 
side. Then came Mrs. Blamberg 
and Mr. Blamberg. They all knelt 
around Red. I'll tell you, it was 
a beautiful sight! 


Power, God’s Best, Available 
When We Meet His 
Conditions 

When people pray,’ God answers 
prayer. The trouble is that we do 
not pray, friends. So often I have 
prayed . I prayed my way through 
college. I have prayed until I 
have seen souls come to Jesus 
Christ. I have seen scores and 
hundreds of them come because 
of prayer. But there have been 
times when I failed to pray, and 
I am so ashamed of it. We have 
infinite power within our reach 
if we would just take hold of it. 
The resources of an infinite God 
are ours if we will just tap those 
resources. Of course God will not 
trust us with more power than we 
can stand. Our lives must be 
clean. God will not trust us with 
power-—God will not use a dirty 
vessel when He can use a clean 
one. He will not impart power 
to the person who wiil not meet 
the conditions. But I am saying 
to you that He is willing to answer 
prayer, He is willing to send a 
revival. He is willing to send a 
reviva] that will sweep America if 
Christian people will meet the 
conditions. If orthodox Christian 
people, if evangelistic pastors and 
evangelists will meet the condi- 
tions, God will send a revival. 

You need some help, you need 
good organization, you need the 
help of pastors and churches, etc., 
but I have been in communities 
and claimed victory and seen vic- 
tory come when it looked as if it 
were absolutely impossible. Many 
people have come to Jesus Christ 
under those conditions. I am 
ashamed of it but I have held 
meetings and seen a few people 
come and have been satisfied. I 
had a pretty good meeting, and 
have felt very well about the 
situation. The trouble was I let 
the good become the enemy of the 
best. I had the good. I had good 
meetings. There was the preach- 
ing of the Word of God. I preached 
things that ought to stir people, 
and was earnest and had a passion 
for souls. And, God being my 
Judge, I woulg die if it would save 
one more soul than it would for 
me to live and preach the gospel. 
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I have put my life on the altar of 
evangelism. Iam connected with 
a university, and I feel that my 
main work is there; but it is there 
for one purpose, and that is to 
turn out evangelists and evan- 
gelistic pastors and Christian 
leaders in other walks of life. My 
life is on the altar of evangelism; 
and, God being my Judge, since I 
answered the call to preach that 
night, have been all out for 
Christ. 


I had not wanted to preach be- 


fore that. I have been in earnest 
about this thing. I had my own 
plans. 


I said. “Let me walk in the 


fields.”

Then into Hig hand went mine, 
And into my heart came He;

Since that night in the spring 
of 1929 when I answered the call 
to preach I have been in earnest 
about this thing. There never has 
been a time when I did not feel 
that the paramount thing in life, 
the most important thing, the only 
thing in life is doing the will of 
God and winning souls for Jesus 
Christ. So often in my human 
weakness I have made mistakes 
and got in God’s way, but I have 
always prayed that God would run 
over me when I got in His way. 
Sometimes He has done that. I 
have meant business; but there 
have been times that I have let 
the good become the enemy of the 
best. And that is the trouble with 
many of us evangelists and pastors 
and the rest. We love the Lord 
but are satisfied to be mediocre: 
We are not all Elijahs. We are 
not all John Rices and Bob Jones 
and Appelmans. Most of us are 
willing to hit on just a few of the 
cylinders we do have. Some of us 
are not eight-cylinder cars. Some 
of us are just four-cylinder cars 
and six-cylinder cars; but some of 
us who are six-cylinder cars are 
content to hit on five cylinders 
when we ought to be hitting on 
all six cylinders. That is what I 
mean by letting the good become 
the enemy of the best. We are 
content to have pretty good meet- 
ings. Oh, for a faith that will 
claim big things for God! 


Power Over Mountains and 
Giants if We Claim It 


When I started to preach today 
I felt that God was leading me. 
I did not mean to preach this type 
sermon in an evangelistic confer- 
ence. I had started to preach on 
“Give Me a Mountain.” Joshua 
was one of those ten spies who 
went up to spy out the Promised 
Land. He came back and gave a 
faithful report. The other ten 
said, “We cannot take the land 
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because there are giants in the 
land. We are like grasshoppers 
in their sight.” Joshua believed 
that they could, and he told the 
people, “We can take it.” 

But God said, “No, they will not 
believe,” and they had to wander 
along with the rest of them for 
forty years. When they finally 
came into the Promised Land and 
Joshua wags dividing the land he 
said, “All right, Caleb, you can 
have your choice.”’ 

Caleb said, “Give me this hill 
country. It was forty-five years 
ago that I came to this country. 
Moses sent us up here. The other 
spies who came with us said that 
we could not take that land, I 
contended in those days that we 
could, but we were forbidden to go 
in and had to put it off; but if 
you will give this hill country, it 
may be that God will give me the 
strength [he had the courage] to 
drive out the giants.” And do 
you know that that old man; 
eighty-five years old, went down 
there to the land that later became 
Judea and drove out those giants. 
He never did give up. It might 
have been stubbornness—I do not 
know. He had saiq forty-five 
years before that, “We can take 
this land.” When he finally got a 
chance, when Joshua said, “‘What 
do you want, Caleb?” he said, “I 
want the chance I asked for forty- 
five years ago. I am going to 
take this hill country. Do not 
give me an easy job. Give me a 
mountain.” 

God give us mountains! God 
give us the faith to claim moun- 
tains! We can have big things 
because we have a big God. God 


is here. The trouble is, we just 
do not meet the conditions. We 
do not seem to have a vision. But 


God’s power is sufficient. 


God Is Begging You to Take 
I saiqd that God is willing to 


impart His power. Now I say 
that He is able to impart His 
power. 


In Bowling Green, Kentucky, a 
young woman came forward in the 
service four nights, the last four 
nights of the meeting. Personal 
workers trieg to help her. I went 
over to her the second night she 
came and dealt with her a little 
while, talked to her about her 
troubles and prayed with her. I 
read to her John 3:16: “For God 
so loved the world, that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life.” 

I said, “All right, do you be- 
lieve the Bible ?”’ 

She said, “Yes.” 

“Do you believe in Jesus?” 

She said, “Yes.” 

I said, “I do not mean, do you 
believe about Jesus? I want to 
know if you believe in Jesus?” 

You know there is a difference, 
friends. A man may believe in his 
head but not believe in his heart. 
That Greek word pisteuo does not 
mean “I give mental assent to”; 
it means “I trust, I lean upon, I 
put my faith in.” It means to 
thrust yourself upon Jesus. 

I went into a store to buy a 
watermelon. I picked out a nice 
one and said, “How much is it?” 

The waiter said, “Sixty cents.” 

I handed him a dollar bill. He 
said, “I do not have the change.” 

I reached into my pocket and 
had only two quarters. He said, 
“Just give me that and 1 will 
trust you for the dime.” 

I said, “You'll trust me!” 

He said, “Sure.” * 

I said, “You do not know me.” 

“No,” he said, “but you can drop 
in and give me a dime some time. 
I would trust you for a dime.” 

I said, “Well, that is mighty 
nice. Yll tell you what you do: 
you just trust me for the whole 
sixty cents. I will drop in and pay 
you later.” 

He said, “Well, I don’t know 
you, sir; I don’t think I could do 
that.” 

I said, “I thought you would trust 
me. You don’t trust me. You are 
just taking a ten-cent chance on 
me.” 

You know, a lot of people who 
think they trust Jesus, do not 
trust Him. A lot of people are 
taking a ten-cent chance on Jesus. 
They say, “Oh, yes, 1 believe.” 
But it is in their heads that they 
believe, not in their hearts. I 
wonder if they tfuly believe it in 


their heads. They are convicted, | 


they are convinced; but they have 
not gotten beyond that point. They 
came up to the point of conviction

and thought, “Now if we say that 
we believe we will throw off con- 
viction,” and that is what they 
do—they go to Hell saying, “I 
believe.” “Everybody's — talking 
about Heaven ain’t a-going there.” 


Somebody said yesterday, “We 
are not saved faith and works; 
we are saved by “faith that works. 
If it isn’t working faith, it isn’t 
Saving faith.” If you do not live 
the life, you must not have the life. 
One characteristic of life is that 
it is alive. In fact, that is about 
its main characteristic. Life lives. 
It seems to me that if you have 
life you are doing some living. I 
know it is Christ who lives it in 
me, but we will see life there if 
you have it. Everybody who says 
he has it does not have it. We 
fall so short so often. But He is 
with us. ; 


I said to this girl, “Believe.” 

She said, “I believe in Christ.” 

“These are written, that ye 
might believe that Jesus is the 
Christ, the Son of God; and that 
believing ye might have life 
through his name” (John 20:31). 
I said, “Do you believe this 
Book ?” 

She said, “Yes.” 

I said, “Does this Book say that 
if you believe in Jesus you may 
know that you are saved?” 

She said, “Yes.” 

I said, “Do you believe in 
Jesus?” 

She said, “Yes.” 

I said, “Are you saved?” 

She said, “No.” I went over it 
again and again and again. She 
went away without assurance. I 
did everything I could. I prayed 
with her. She wanted to pray it 
through. I said “All right, we'll 
pray it through.” We got down 
and prayeg a little while. I thought 
maybe that would help. She had 
all those ideas about having to 
beg God to save her. I begged God 
to save her, and I was glad to 
hear her call upon the name of the 
Lord. I told her that meant she 
had faith and then tried to give 
her assurance on the basis of the 
Word. But I could not seem to 
get her through. Others came 
around. Somebody beat her on the 
back and, as you have often heard, 
said, “Let go.” Somebody else 
said, “Hold on.” 

The next night, the last night 
of the meeting, just hefore I closed 
the service she was still there. 
Others came and found Christ and 
went away rejoicing and happy. 
She was praying that God would 
save her. I was patient with her, 
but I said, “Ann, wait a minute. 
You quit praying to God. God is 
praying to you.” She lookeg up 
at me and I said, “Yes, God is 
praying to you. You are saying, 
‘O God, please save me, please 
save me.’ And God is saying, 
‘Ann, let Me save you, let Me save 
you.’” She looked at me with a 
quizzical expression. I said, “Yes, 
God is praying.” I went and got 
from my suitcase Moody's little 
colportage book, The Way Home, 
and gave it to her as we lIeft. I 
said “I am praying for you, Ann, 
but remember God is praying to 
you.” 

A few days later I got a beauti- 
ful letter and she said, “I have 
answered God’s prayer. I have 
let God save me.” 

But friends, God is praying. He 
is praying to the sinner, of course. 
We are a group of Christian people 
primarily, and He is praying to 
the Christians. We pray, “O God, 
give us power.” And God says, 
“My children, let Me give you 
power.” We say, “O God, send a 
revivaL” And Gog says, “My 
people, let Me send a revival” He 
has the power. God does not have 
to pray for power to send a re- 
vival. He is praying for a chan- 
nel. God is interested in this busi- 


| ness. The battle is not ours, it is 


the Lord's. 

Oh, yes, prayer is proper. We 
have to pray if we have that 
power; but remember that God is 
praying that we will form the 
channel through which He can 
send His power to us. He will do 
it! 

I have prayed that God would 
lead very definitely this morning 
in this service, that He would help 
us to put ourselves in a position 
where He can speak to us and 
use us, just make us willing. I 
am not trying to preach a homi- 
letical sermon. [I could do it; I 
have some points on this. I could 
go on to tell you that He is the

God is with you 
when your heart is happy and 
your faith is high. ‘He is also 
with you when you are downcast 
and discouraged and unbelieving. 

When Jacob, going away from 
home where he had sinned and 
earned nis brother’s wrath, went 
to sleep at Bethel with his heac 
on a pillow of stone, the Lord 
was with the prodigal poy. Jacob, 
awaking, was astonished at the 
vision of a stairway to Heaven 


and made holy vows which he 
never forgot. He said, “Surely 
the Lord is in this place; and 


I knew it not” (Gen. 28:16). He 
could as well have said the same 
everywhere he ever went. He 
never got away from God. 


When Jonah, the rebellious 
prophet, determined not to 
preach at Nineveh as God had 


commanded and got on a ship to 
Tarshish, he was not alone. God 
was on the ship with the rebel- 
lious preacher. Do not think that 
God followed Jonah in anger. A 
great fish was prepared which 
swallowed Jonah when he was 
cast overboard, and God was with 
Jonah in the fish. He heard 
Jonah’s prayer and delivered him 
after three days. So God is with 
every Christian who is out of 
God cannot 
give the backslider the same joy, 
the same blessing he would give 
to an obedient, surrendered child. 
God may terribly chastise His 
sinning children, as He did Sam- 
son, David and Lot. But sstill 
God’s promise is true, “I will 
never leave thee, nor forsake 
thee.” You see, salvation is of 
grace and not of works. And 
this blessed promise never to 
leave, never to forsake, God gives

Elijah, after his marvelous vic- 


was threatened 
queen Jezebel. 
Despairing of his life, he ran 


away—ran away from the minis- 


try, ran away from duty, ran 
away from God. But wait! It is 
true he ran away from duty and 
ran away from the place of min- 
istry, ran away from danger, but 
he could not run away from God. 
And when Elijah went a whole 
day’s journey into the wilder- 
ness, running for his life, and sat 
down under the juniper tree and 
begged to die, God was with him. 
It was not time to argue with 
a tired and distraught prophet. 
As he slept the sleep of exhaus- 
tion, God sent an angel to ten- 
derly prepare a meal and serve 
him. After he had eaten, Elijah 
slept again until the angel woke 
him the second time to eat. Then 
Elijah, still discouraged and 
frightened, went forty days to 
Mount Horeb and lodged in the 
cave there, but God made Him- 
self known to him again, gave 
him more work to do and encour- 
aged his heart. Oh, how glad 
I am that for all his swift run- 
ning, Elijah could not run away 
from God! For all his discour- 
agement and bitternéss, God did 
not forsake him. 


This wonderful truth that God 
never leaves His Own was a mar- 
vel and a joy to David. In the 
138th Psalm, verses 7 to 12 Da- 
vid says by divine inspiration: 


“Whither shall I go from thy 
spirit? or whither shall I flee 
from thy presence? If I ascend 
up into heaven, thou art there: 
if I make my bed in hell, behold, 
thou art there. If I take the 
wings of the morning, and dwell 
in the uttermost parts of the 
sea; Even there shall thy hand 
lead me, and thy right hand shall 
hold me. . If I say, Surely the 
darkness shall cover me; even 
the night shall be light about me. 
Yea, the darkness and the light 
are both alike to thee.” 


In some sense God is present 
with every person in the world. 
But in a -peculiar and special 


sense He never leaves a Chris- 


tian. It is His blessed promise, 
“I will never leave thee, nor for- 
Sake thee.”’ If the  psalmist 
Should ascend up into Heaven, he 
would find God there. If he 
should make his bed in Hell

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same in love and the same in 
mercy. I could talk about the fact 
that His mercy endureth forever, 
but I want to stop on this point. 
God is praying. God is pleading. 
God is calling you and me, calling 
us for a closer walk, calling us 
to have clean lives. He wants us 
to be so in touch with Him that 
‘le can work in us. Il Said it be- 
fore I came here,~I said it the 
other night, I think I pray it 
almost every day: I do want to be 
where God can use me. I do not 
want anything to stand in the way. 
The Devil fights the children of 
God, servants of God. I have 
walked in victory for eighteen 
years. I have walked with Christ. 
I have had victory. His power 
has worked in me and through me, 
sometimes in spite of me, Il am 
afraid. The Devil would keep us 
from having the power of God if 
he could. He would divert our 
attention. He would try to slow 
us down by puffing us up with 
intellectuai pride—most of us do 
not have the intellect, you know, 
but the pride. He would get us to 
analyzing the gospel. 

Dr. Jones often says that the 
difference between an old preacher 
and a young preacher is that an 
old preacher gets to analyzing the 
gospel and a young preacher goes 
out and proclaims it. God says 
the proclamation of the gospel, 
the preaching of the gospel, the 
preaching of the cross is power to 
those who believe and that it is 
foolishness to those who perish. 
The old preacher so often analyzes 
and gets technical. It is all right 
to know the Word of Gog and 
study it, but let us remember that 
this Book is to use in serving 
Christ and reaching others. Let us 
make it not an end within itself 
but the means to an end. And if 
the Devil cannot lead you away

into sordid things and bad, base 
things, he will get you to let the 
go00d be the enemy of the best. 
It is not easy to keep your per- 
spective, you. know, I think God 
is calling us to new effort in soul 
winning, in evangelism, calling 
pastors who are here ta do the 
work of an evangelist. He is 
calling the evangelists, of course, 
to do this work. God help us to 
answer His prayer. He has 
answered So many prayers for me. 
He has supplieq my need. He has 
solved problems for me. He has 
given me comfort in dark. hours, 
in times of sorrow. He has given 
me victory. He has let His power 
come down upon me. Me has been 
so good to me, [ cannot say, “‘No” 
to Him. He records in His Word 
that He will answer every prayer 
I pray, every one. I cannot refuse 
to answer His prayer. He is 


|praying this morning. He is say- 


ing,“‘Monroe Parker, I want your 
life, all of it.” I have given it to 
Him, but He is reminding me that 
it is His and wants me to keep 
that foremost in my mind. He is 
saying to you this- morning, “I 
want your life, all of it, every 
compartment of it, every ounce of 
it. Everything that you have, I 
want.” And when we do that, that 
is revival; the revival is on when 
we do that.

I am not asking you if you have 
preached with e time 
or other.

If He 
does not, He is praying for you 
to yield yourself to Him.

H. The Holy Spirit Dwells in 
the Christian Always, 
Never Leaves Him 

It is not in some abstract or 
figurative sense that God is with 
a Christian. No, the Holy Spirit 
Himself, the third Person of the 
godhead, tives literally in the 
body of every Christian, We 
sometimes say, “Let Jesus come 
into your heart.” But what we 
really mean is that a lost sinner 
should by trusting Christ as Sav- 
iour allow Christ’s own person- 
al representative, the living Spirit 
of God, to come into his body to 
dwell_there forever. First Corin- 
thians 6:19, 20 says: 

“What? know ye not that your 
pody is the temple of the Holy 
Ghost which is in you, which ye 
have of God, and ye are not 
your own? For ye are bought 
with a price: therefore glorify 
God in yéur body, and in your 
spirit, which are God’s.” 

Christians need to learn this 
biessed truth. The Holy Spirit 
now lives in the body of every 
Christian. ' 

Again Romans 8:9 says: 

“But ye are not in the flesh, 
but in the Spirit, if so be that 
the Spirit of God dwell in you. 
Now if any man have not the 


(sheol, departed 


Spirit of Christ, he is none of 
nis.” 

Every person who is saved has 
the Spirit of Christ, that is, the 
Holy Spirit Himself sent from 
Christ, dwelling in his body. 

The Holy Spirit, in Old Testa- 
ment times, came upon men but 
did not continually abide with 
men. Jesus said in John 14:17, 
ie ese Oa dwelleth with you, 
and shall be in you.” Notice that 
the night before Jesus was. cruci- 
fied He said that the Holy Spirit 
was then with the disciples. But 
after His resurrection the Holy 
Spirit would be in the disciples, 
that is, would make His abode in 
them. 

In John 7:39 the Holy Spirit 
had been promised to all that be- 
lieved. “. .. for the Holy Ghost 
was not yet given; because that 


Jesus was not yet glorified.” But" 


when Jesus was glorified, risen 
from the dead, and met the disci- 
ples in the upper room, then He 
oreathed on them and said, “‘Re- 
ceive ye the Holy Ghost” (John 
20:22). They received the Holy 
Spirit literally in their bodies. 
Now, at salvation, He comes in to 
Stay. 


The blessed Holy Spirit, then, 
lives in our bodies, as His home, 
His abiding place, His temple, 
and He never, never will leave 
one of His own. 

In the Olid Testament times 
the Holy Spirit came upon men, 
but did not abide with them con- 
tinually. In that dispensation 
David prayed, “Take not thy holy 
spirit from me” (Psa. 51:11). But 
he did not refer to the indwelling 
of the Holy Spirit which no child 
of God then had. He referred to 
the anointing for service, the con- 
scious leadership and power of the 
Holy Spirit. A Christian may 


lose the consciousness of God's 
presence. He may lose the sweet 
witness of the Holy Spirit in his 
own heart. But, thank God, he 
cannot lose the indwelling pres- 
ence of the Holy Spirit which 
every child of God has, since Je- 
sus rose from the dead and 
breathed on His disciples and 
commanded them to recéive the 
Holy Ghost. 

The Holy Spirit stays contin- 
ually in the body of a Christian 
now. And if this body be laid 
away in the grave to await the 
resurrection, the Holy Spirit 
faithfully waits too, to raise that 
body again from the dead. For 
Romars 8:11 says: “But if the 
Spirit of him that raised up Jesus 
from the déad dwell in you, he 
that raised up Christ from the 
dead shall also quicken your mor- 
tal bodies by his Spirit that 
dwelleth in you.” 

In the book, Twelve Tremen- 
dous Themes, I have told how 
Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman, preach- 
ing at Dayton, Ohio, to a Bible 
conference of ministers and work- 
ers, once said the ,following: “I 
was sitting in my home in the 
country reading the account of an 
address delivered by Dr. Moore- 
head at a Bible conference, and he 
said he believed it was true that 
when one became a Son of God 
the Spirit of God came into him 
to dwell, and he continued to 
dwell always. ‘I don’t know but 
that in some way unknown to me 
he will continue to abide, even 
though in the tomb, until the 
resurrection morning. But,’ said 
he, ‘if any of my brethren deny 
me the privilege of this belief, 
I will say, when I became a son 
of God, the Spirit of God came 
into my life, and he continues to

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abide through life, and then if I 
am placed in the tomb he will 
still hover over me. He hovers 
over that tomb keeping watch 
until day breaks in glorious res- 
urrection.’ I could not read the 
closing sentences, for the tears 
had filled my eyes, and I told my 
man to hitch the horse to the car- 
riage, and my wife and I rode 
out to the little grave where we 
had buried our first-born boy, 
and as we stdod there,that morn- 
ing we said, “Thank God; he is 
keeping watch,’ and peace filled 
our souls. And I shall never for- 
get going across the country to 
stand beside the grave of my 
mother, and I said, “Thank God, 
thank God, for thirty years he 
has been keeping watch, and 
when the morning breaks he will 
lift them up, to be united by the 
Spirit again—-the body in_ the 
grave and the spirit,in His pres- 
ence.” That is the work of the 
Holy Ghost.” 


Oh, blessed truth that the Spirit 
of God makes Himself someway 
a part of the Christian, dwells in 
the Christian’s body, and never 
leaves! 


A man wrote me the other day 
in deep distress because his wife 
said that the Holy Spirit had de- 
parted from her. But she was 
mistaken. She was judging the 
Holy Spirit by her feelings in- 
stead of by the sweet promises of 
God. If sne grieved the Spirit of 
God by sin and quenched Him by 
disobedience, it might well be 
that He ceased to speak to her 
heart consciously. He did not 
make His presence manifest as 
He loves to do. The Holy Spirit 
cannot excuse and cannot con- 
done unrighteousness and sin and 
rebellion and filthiness in a child 
of God. He is a grieved guest 
in a home that is defiled—that 
is, in the body-temple of the 
Christian who is worldly and 
carnal. A guest in your home 
might be grieved by. drunken- 
ness and ribald speech and quar- 
rels and hate, so that He would 
withdraw to his own guest room 
and have as little communica- 
tion with the family as possible. 


Perhaps something like that 
takes place in a ‘carnal and 
worldly Christian, except that 


the Holy Spirit. is not a guest. 
He is at home. The Holy Spirit 
cannot bring’ .the.joy “and peace 
and longsuffering “and gentleness 
and goodnéss“and meekness and 
faith and temperance, etc., which 
He longs to produce in every 
Christian.. But»there He stays. 
That is His homes That is His 
temple, His abiding place! The 
Holy Spirit never leaves a Chris- 
tian, 


Sometimes people say, “If you 
- go to the dance, or to the theater, 
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the Holy 1 Spirte will not go with 
you.” But they are mistaken. 
The Holy Spirit goes everywhere 


the Christian goes. He goes 
everywhere His temple, His 
house, goes. He may go grieved 
and hidden, but He goes. He 


may not make glad the heart 
where He dwells, but He does not 
leave. You see, the Holy Spirit 
does not leave a Christian be- 
cause He does not dwell outside 
but inside. He is not so much 
a companion as He is an inhabi- 
tant. He literally dwells in the 
body of every Christian. He does 
not visit. He abides. 


You see then that it is a lit- 
eral truth in this blessed promise, 
“I will never leave thee, nor for- 
sake thee.” The sweet Spirit of 
God stays with the Christian, 
stays in the Christian always. 


How often the Spirit of God 
must take part in the chastising 
which the Father gives His child! 
The Holy Spirit.stirs up the ac- 
cusing conscience. The Holy 
Spirit makes sharp the memory 
of sin. “If ‘thou- bring thy gift 
to the altar, and there remember- 
est that thy brother hath aught 
againts thee .. .” said Jesus 
(Matt. 5:23). How strange that 
one remembers so well, remem- 
bers sin, when he goes to pray! 
No, it is not strange because the 
Spirit of God Himself who is 
grieved by sin in the Christian, 
where He dwells, qtiickens the 
memory and makes hard the pil- 
low and stony the path of the 
child of God who goes astray. 
God whips His children. The 
Holy Spirit rebukes the Chris- 
tian. But, thank God, the Spirit 
never leavés a Christian, but 
abides in his body until death 
and at the resurrection will raise 
up the body and make it living 
and glorified like the body of 
Jesus. 


Til. The Heavenly Father’s 


Love Never Lets Go His 
Child 

Jeremiah was the prophet of 
doom, He foretold the destruc- 
tion of Jerusalem, the captivity 
of the people seventy years in 
Babylon. But Jeremiah was not 
allowed to leave out the love of 
God for Israez “The Lord hath 
appeared of old unto me, saying, 
Yea, I have loved thee with an 


everlasting love: therefore with 
lovingkindness have I drawn 
thee” (Jer. ' 31:3). God loves 


Israel with an everlasting love. 
Israel turned away to serve idol 
gods. They stoned the prophets 
that God sent unto them. God 
turned their cities over to heath- 
en armies. He allowed Nebuchad- 
nezzar to burn down their palaces 
and destroy their temple. Multi- 
tudes were slain and the discon- 
solate remnant were carried cap- 
tive into Babylon. But God still 
loved them with an everlasting 
love and never let them go. 


God told the Prophet Hosea to 
go and love an adulterous wom- 
an, to be an object lesson of 
the way God _ Ioved_ rebellious 
Israel, defiled with the spiritual 
whoredom of Baal worship. And 
God will yet regather a remnant 
of the nation Israel’ and restore 
them to their own land under His 
rich blessing. And Christ, the 
seed of David, will sit on David's 
throne to rule them. But it will 
not be because of the merits of 


Israel. It will be because of 
God’s unchangeable, everlasting 
love, 


In Malachi 3:6 God said, “For I 
am the Lord, I change not; there- 
fore ye sons of Jacob are not 
consumed.” 


But this unchangeable love of 
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God for Israel—is that for Israel 
only? Is it not ajso for all of His 
born-again children? We know, in 
fact, that many Jews were uncon- 
verted. And those who died with- 
out faith in the Messiah, without 
being born of God, went to their 
own place, to eternal ruin. God's 
love and unchangeable promises 
are for the nation, not every in- 
dividual, Christ-rejecting Jew. 
But it is not so with God’s own 
children, His born-again ones. If 
God loves the nation Israel with 
an everlasting love, then God 
loves every born-again Christian 
with a love that can “never 
change. God cannot forsake His 
own because of His love. 


The closing verses of the eighth 
chapter of Romans tell of this 
wonderful, unchangeable love of 
God for His people. Sometimes 
it is called the love of God; some- 
times it is called the love of 
Christ. Never mind, both the 
Father and the Son love the chil- 
dren of God alike. Neither will 
ever let us go. The same chap- 
ter tells of the marvelous minis- 
try of the Holy Spirit in the 
Christian, 


But let us read here of the un- 
changeable love of God from 
which a Christian can never be 
separated. In Romans 8:31-39 is 
the following marvelous passage. 
Be sure to read it carefully. 

“What shall we then say to 
these things? If God be for us, 
who can be against us? He that 
spared not his own Son, but de- 
livered him up for us all, how 
Shall he not with him also freely 
give us all things? Who shall 
lay anything to the charge of 
God’s elect? It is God that jus- 
tifieth. Who is he that condemn- 
eth? It is Christ that died, yea 
rather that is risen again, who 
is even at the right hand of God, 
who also maketh intercession for 
us. Who shall separate-us from 
the love of Christ? shall tribu- 
lation, or distress, or  persecu- 
tion, or famine, or nakedness, or 
peril, or sword? As it is writ- 
ten, For thy sake we are killed 
all the day long; we are account- 
ed as sheep for the slaughiiter. 
Nay, in all these things we are 
more than conquerors’ through 
him that loveth us. For I am 
persuaded, that neither death, 
nor life, nor angels, nor princi- 
palities, nor powers, nor things 
present, nor things to come, Nor 
height, nor depth, nor any other 
creature, shall be able to separate 
us from the love of God, which 
is in Christ Jesus our Lord.” 


Oh, one thing I can say in my 
defense! God loves me! Who is 
he that can condemn me, when 
Christ died for me? Who is he 
that can ruin me when God still 
loves me and ever loves me and 
loves me? What harm, what 
real and permanent and eternal 
harm can come to me when I 
cannot be separated from the leve 
of God? 


Here Paul tells us-how he is 
persuaded, convinced that ‘“‘nei- 
ther death, nor life’’ can separate 
us from the love of God. Nothing 
dead, nothing living can Separate 
us from the love of God. 

“Nor angels, nor principalities, 
nor powers” can separate us from 
the love of God. All the angels 
of Heaven, all the fallen angels 
in Hell, are powerless to come be- 
tween us and the love of God. 
Principalities on earth, principali- 
ties in the air, neither the pow- 
ers of the earth nor the powers 
of the bottomless pit can sepa- 
rate us from the love of God! 


“Nor things present, nor things 
to come,” the apostle says. Nei- 
ther anything in the _ present 
tense, nor anything in all the fu- 
ture can ever separate me from 
the love of God which is _ in 
Christ. 


“Nor height, nor depth’’—that 
is, nothing all the way up to 
Heaven and nothing all the way 
down to Hell. can’ separate me 
from the love of Christ. Praise 
His name! 


And then the apostle adds this 
strange and wonderful phrase, 
‘nor any other creature.” After 
naming things all the way up to 
Heaven and all the way down to 
Hell, things of the present, things 
of the future, life and death and 
angels and principalities and 
powers, then the apostle assures 
us that nothing else God ever 
created, no creature or created 
being or thing, can ever separate 
us from the love of God which 
is in Christ Jesus our Lord, Oh, 


An 


the unchangeable love of God for 
His people! 

In view of this love we can well 
believe what He promises, “I will 
never leave thee, nor forsake 
thee.” 


A wonderful argument is given 
back in Romans 8:32. “He that 
spared not his own, Son, but de- 
livered him up for us all, how 
Shall he not with him also freely 
give us all things?” If anyone 
doubts the love of God, he need 
only go back to Calvary. When 
God gave His own Son He proved 
that He loves us enough to give 
us any thing else. How can God 
withhold from us anything good 
when He gave His own Son to 
suffer the torments of the damned 
to save our souls by His death on 
the cross? 


I talked to an arrogant, proud 
woman, a woman who had_ been 
deliberately rebellious against God. 
She told me she did not believe 
what I preached. She was angry 
at God over the death of a loved 
one. She had been proud and 
haughty about her good deeds. 
But when I looked into her wan, 
sad face and told her that God 
loved her, her lips began to 
tremble and she said, “He does 
not! He could not!” . 


“Yes,” I said, “God loves you. 
He loved you so much that He 
let Jesus die for you to keep you 
out of Hell. He loves you!” 


Again she insisted, “I don’t see 
how He could!” But suddenly she 
began to sob and in a few moments 
her rebellion was melted away and 
she surrendered to Christ. She 
could not continue to fight against 
the love that God has as proven by 
the death of His Son on Calvary. 


Could we with ink the ocean 
fill, 
And were the skies of parch- 
ment made; 
Were ev'ry stalk on earth a 
quill, 
And ev’ry man a scribe by 
trade: 

To write the love of God above 
Would drain the ocean dry; 
Nor could the scroll contain 

the whole,

God’s eternal, inseparable love, 
manifested by the gift of His 
dear Son, proves that He will never 
leave us, never forsake us. 


Oh, Christian, here is an end of 
all fret and worry! Here is the 
way to perfect peace and content- 
ment! Learn this lesson today, I 
beg you, that a child of God is 
never alone, never forsaken. 


My mother lay on her deathbed 
and called for the song, “How Firm 
a Foundation.” There was holy 
joy as she clapped her thin hands 
and praised God over the assur- 
ance of those verses which she had 
sung So many times. 


When thro’ the deep waters 
I call thee to go, 
The rivers of sorrow shall 
not overflow; 
For I will be with thee thy 
trials to bless, 
And sanctify to 
deepest distress.

When thro’ fiery trials thy 
pathway shall lie, 
My grace, all sufficient, 
« shall be thy supply;

Nothing can last longer than God 
allows it. No incident can arise 
except to the blessing of the lover 
of God. For He has promised that 
“All things work together for 
good to them that love God, to 
them who are the called according 
to his purpose” (Rom. 8:28). God 
Himself, our loving heavenly 
Father, is with us all the way and 
never forsakes us. And His pres- 


ence and His _ unfailing love 
guarantee a blessed ending to 
whatever befalls a Christian! 


Thank God, the Christian is never 
alone. 


IV. Christ Ever Liveth to 


Make Intercession for 
His Own. He Never 
Leaves Us to 
Our Sins 


There is rich meaning in Christ's 
promise in the Great Commission, 
“Lo, I am with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world.” Not 
only fellowship is promised, but 
far more than that. Jesus has 
taken upon Himself a certain job 
to do for us. He is at the right 
hand of the Father now praying 
for us, interceding for us. He will 
never leave us with our sins un- 
covered, never leave us guilty and 
condemned before the Father. 

The seventh chapter of Hebrews 
makes much of the thought that 
Jesus was greater than  Mel- 
chisedec, and greater than _ the 
Levitical priesthood. Other priests 
had a temporary priesthood be- 
cause they: died. But Hebrews 
7:24, 25 tell us: 

“But this man, because he ¢on- 
tinueth ever, hath an unchangeable 
priesthood. Wherefore he is able 
also to save them to the uttermost 
that come unto God by him, seeing 
he ever liveth to make intercession 
for them.” 

What a high priest He is! “Holy, 
harmless, undefiled, separate from 
sinners, and made higher than the 
heavens,” He offered up Himself 
for our sins and now “ever liveth 
to make intercession” for us. 

What is Jesus.doing now? He 
is praying for us! He continually 
takes our place before God the 
Father in Heaven, standing for us, 
defending us, praying for ys! 

This blesseq promise is repeated 
in I John 2:1: “My little children, 
these things write I unto you, that 
ye sin not. And if any man sin, 
we have an advocate with the 
Father, Jesus Christ the right- 
eous.” 

We have an advocate with the 


Father. We have a lawyer in 
Heaven! We have a mediator 
pleading our case! 

Jesus died for me once. That 


was enough. But every day, al- 
ways, He intercedes for me with 
the Father. He is my High Priest. 

You remember that Jesus prayed 
for Peter. He _ said, “Simon, 
Simon, behold, Satan hath desired 
to have you, that he may sift you 
as wheat: But I have prayed for 
thee that thy faith fail not” (Luke 
22:31, 32). Jesus even told Peter 
that before the cock should crow 
Peter would deny Him three times. 
How much more Jesus knew about 
Peter’s heart than Peter knew! 

It is a terrible thing to think 
of being sifted by Satan. Would 
you tremble if you thought ¢hat 
Satan was pleading with God, 
“Give me a chance at him! Let 
me really tempt him! I can take 
him away from You if You'll give 
me a chance!” Would you not 
feel great concern if you knew 
that Satan would be allowed to 
bring great temptation, a great 
sifting, a great trial upon you, 
trying to break your faith and 
ruin your life? Well, Satan did 
wish to sift Peter. You remember 
that Satan had also appeared be- 
fore God and begged for the 
chance to persecute Job ang had 
(Continued on Page 6) 
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received that opportunity. But 
God kept Job and s0 God kept 
Peter in answer to the Saviour’s 
prayer. 

Peter denied the Saviour. That 
was a terrible sin, but Christ did 
not let him go. Remember that 
Christ had prayed for Peter and 
the prayer of the Lord Jesus pulled 
Peter's heart back to penitent 
confession and pulled him out of 
the sifting hands of Satan For 
Peter was God’s child and Jesus 
would not let him go. “I have 
prayed for thee that thy faith 
fail not,” Jesus said to Peter. 


Oh, I know that God answers 
prayer. My prayers are frail. I 
sometimes ask amiss. But not so 
with the prayers of my Saviour, 
my High Priest, my interceding 
Saviour! His prayers avail for 
me. His intercession is sufficient. 
Oh, the Lord Jesus who would not 
give up Peter will not give up any 
of His own. 


V. The Christian’s Eternal 
Safety Is Guaranteed Be- 
cause He Is Never Left 
Alone, Never 
Forsaken 


You ask me if I believe in the 
eternal safety of a Christian’? I 
confess that I do. And I[ want 
you to see that my safety is alto- 
gether based on this blessed fact 
that a Christian is never left alone, 
never forsaken. The Father, Son 
and Holy Spirit have combined in 
their promise and so combine in 
their work to keep the Christian. 
“I will never leave thee, nor for- 
sake thee,” says the loving heaven- 
ly Father. “Lo, I am with you 
alway,” said the Lord Jesus, the 
Son. Then the Father ang the 
Son combined to send the blessed 
Holy Spirit to the Christian. Jesus 
said, “‘And I will pray the Father, 
and he shall give you another 
Comforter, THAT HE MAY 
ABIDE WITH YOU FOR EVER: 
Even the Spirit of truth” (John 
14:16, 17). 


In John 6:37 this combination 
of Father, Son and Holy Spirit's 
keeping the Christian is empha- 
sized. There Jesus said: “All that 
the Father giveth me shall come 
to me; and him that cometh to me 
I will in no wise cast out.” It is 
the Father who gives the penitent 
one to Jesus. And it is implied 
here and elsewhere clearly stated 
that the Holy Spirit seeks the 
sinner and turns his heart to God. 
And then when the sinner turns to 
Christ for mercy ang forgiveness 
he has this promise, “Him that 
cometh to me I will in no wise 
cast out.” That is another way 
of saying that Jesus will never 
leave one who has trusted Him for 
salvation, will never cast him out, 
will never disown him, never for- 
sake him. 

The same meaning is in John 5: 
24, “Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
He that heareth my word, and be- 
lieveth on him that sent me, hath 
everlasting life, and shall not come 
unto condemnation; but is passed 
from death unto life.” It is 
Jesus talking and He promises that 
one who comes to Him in faith, 
“shall not come into condemnation; 
but is passed from death unto 
life.” That “shall not” sounds 
like the blessed promise of Romans 
8:38 39 that nothing in the uni- 
verse, present or future, dead or 
alive, all the way up to Heaven 
or all the way down to Hell could 
ever separate one from the love 
of God which is in Christ Jesus. 


This combination of the Father, 
and Son to keep those who come 
for salvation is expressed clearly 
by the words of the Saviour in 
John 10: 27-29. 

“My sheep hear my voice, and 
I know them, and they follow me: 
And I give unto them eternal life; 
and they shall never perish, neither 
shall any man pluck them out of 
my hand. My Father, which gave 
them me, is greater than all; and 
no man is able to pluck them out 
of my Father’s hand.” 


Notice these blessed promises 
to God’s sheep. 


“I give unto them eternal life.” 
It is given, not earned... It is 
based on God’s mercy and grace, 
not on man’s works. And it is 
eternal life. 


saved by holding on to God’s hand. 


Never is a long time! God's sheep 
never perish. 


“Neither shall any man pluck 
them out of my hand.” Note that 
the word man is in italics in your 
Bible. That means it is not in the 
Greek New Testament but is 
simply supplied by the translator 
to make the meaning. clearer. 
However, what Jesus really said 
is, “Neither shall any pluck them 
out of my hand.” Neither man 
nor Devil can take one of God's 
sheep out of the hand of Christ. 
“My Father, which gave them 
me, igs greater than all; and no 
man is able to pluck them out of 
my Father’s hand.” Again the 
word man is in italics, is supplied 
by the translator. Actually, Jesus 
said, “None is able to pluck them 
out of my Father’s hand.” 


Let it be clear in every mind 
that I do not claim to be good 
enough to be sure of salvation. 


I am not talking about being 


I am talking about being saved 
by being held in His hand. 


I am not talking about perse- 
verence, though L long to persevere 
in serving Chri and pleasing 
Him. No, my salvation is based 
not on perseverence but on preser- 
vation, : 


I am not boasting in a salvation 
that I can keep by “paying the 
price.” Thank God, Christ Him- 
self has already paid the price 
for my eternal redemption. I did 
not. deserve salvation before I 
got it. I have never deserved it 
thirty seconds since. It was all 
of grace at first. It is all of grace 
now, 

I am one sheep that does not 
base my hope of getting safe 
home to the fold on keeping my- 
self on the right path. I have 
been found by the Shepherd and 
laid on His shoulders and I am 
carried Home by His faithful 
strength and His loving care. 
The Great Shepherd never for- 
sook a sheep. The Lord Jesus 
has prayed for every one of us 
and will not let us go. The 
Father’s love has never never 
given uS up, and never will. The 
Holy Spirit lives in our bodies and 
will yntil we breathe our last, and 
then, when the trumpet sounds, the 
same Holy Spirit that raised up 
Christ will’ quicken our mortal 
bodies. Father, Son and Holy 
Spirit are combined to make sure 
that we are never forsaken, never 
cast out, never left alone! 


And now in conclusion let me 
urge upon you to rejoice in this 
blessed, blessed salvation. Do not 
be afraid to go anywhere that 
Jesus leads. You will never be 
alone. Do not be afraid of any 
danger. Livingstone was as safe 
in wildest Africa.with God with 
him as he would have been back 
in England. Elijah was as safe 
with Jezebel swearing that he 
would die by the morrow’s night, 
as if all the king’s armies were 
protecting him. God was with 
him. The dungeon is freedom if 
God is there. Poverty is riches 
if one but realizes his wealth in 
the continual presence of God. The 
Christian who realizes this truth is 
ready for all the darts that Satan 
can hurl, ready for the blackest 
night of sorrow that can _ ever 
come. There is no need to fret 
about provisions. Rather, “be 
content with such things as ye 
have: for he hath said, I will never 
leave thee, nor forsake thee.” Do 
not be afraid of men. Do” not 
be afraid of war. Do not be 
afraid of the atomic bomb. We, 
may boldly say, “The Lord is my 
helper, and I will not fear what 
man shall do unto me.” 


I've seen the lightning flash-

shore. When I returned, he 
prouldly said to me, “Young feller, 
do you know I have pulled more 
bodies out of that water than any 
other living man?” I asked him 
if folks sometimes fell in and he 
replied no, they sometimes jumped 
in. Usually, he said, they were 
girls. 

Everyone knows that ‘there are 
several thousand suicides reported 
among American girls every year. 
Often they are unmarried girls 
who are about to become mothers. 

Why do so many girls (and 
boys) travel] the road that leads 
to adultery and shame and, often, 
death? It is common knowledge 
that sexy. movies, social dances 
and necking (especially in parked 
ears) lead, time and time again, 
to adultery. So why don’t our 
young people avoid such pitfalls? 

_It is because they believe they 
are different. A girl knows that 
often filthy movies do harm but 
she will not let them affect her. 
A girl knows necking is dangerous 
but tells herself her case is dif- 
ferent — that this boy really loves 
her and is going to marry her 
someday! And so, blind to the 
results and feeling secure in the 
belief that she is superior to other 


girls, she goes ahead and soon 
falls into the scarlet sin and is 
enslaved. Her sin leads to a 


broken heart, blasted dreams, a 


ruine@ life, sometimes violent 
death and eternity in Hell. 
Stealing 


I stood one day talking with 
seven ‘teen-age boys in a city 
jail. They had been caught 
stealing a car, As I talked with 
them, I said,* “Fellows, you all 
know that thieves get caught 
sooner or later. Why in the world 
did you think you could steal a 
car and get by with it?” 

They told me their story. They 
had not intended to become car 
thieves. They began by stealing 
gasoline. Then a spare tire. Then, 
finally, a car. They had intendeg to 
steal just one and never do it 
again. But they seemed to get 
by with it so easily. The man 
who bought the car urged {hem 
to steal another, telling them they 
were too smart to get caught. But 
they foung they were no more 
clever than countless other crooks. 
They were caught. A short time 
later their broken-hearted parents 
Saw them taken away to a reform 
school. Their sin had bound them. 

Godless Marriages 

In all revivals I have learned to 
expect one thing — broken-hearted 
Christians who have married un- 
Saved people. Literally hundreds 
of people have come to ask me 
to pray for their unsaved wives 
and husbands. .Time and again 
I_have heard how the unsaved 
mate has gone farther and farther 
into sin, often taking the children 
with him. 

Why does a Christian ever 
marry an unsaved person? Doesn't 
the Bible plainly tell us not to 
become “unequally yoked together 
with unbelievers’? Doesn’t the 
Bible tell about the great flood 
that came as a result of Christian 
men marrying unsaved women? 
And haven't all of us known of 
homes that were broken because 
husband and wife were not both 
saved? (One such woman called 
on the ’phone while I was actually 
writing the above words!) Then 
why will a saved person marry 
an unbeliever? ~

She said she loved him but she 
would not have fallen in love with 
an unsaved man if she had not 
been running around with an un- 
saved crowd. Besides, loving him 
would not justify marriage. I 
would love to have a new airplane 
but I do not intend to steal one! 
Phat would not be right and if it 
isn't right, it’s wrong. A Chris- 
tian simply has no right_to marry 
an unsaved person. And if you 
are bling tu this sin, yoy will find 
yourself bound in misery for life. 

Rejecting Christ 


Thousands of people have been 
blind to the importance of accept- 
ing Christ. They have rejected 
the Saviour so long that their 
hearts are hard and cold. They 
feel, vaguely, that they will some- 
day turn to Christ and be saved. 
But they do not feel any urgency 
in the matter — aren’t they too 
smart to miss being saved? Don't 
they have more sense than to die 
without the Saviour? 

And yet many do die without 

Christ and without hope daily. 
Let me beg everyone who is read- 
ing this to think seriously for 
just a minute. Do you honestly 
believe any man or woman has 
ever deliberately determined to go 
to Hell? I seriously doubt it. And 
yet many men do die without 
Christ. Don’t they know there is 
a Hell? Yes, most men do. And 
don’t they know they are going 
to die sometime? Yes, all men do. 
‘Then why aren’t they saved? Be- 
cause they have been bound by the 
sin of neglect. They feel there is 
plenty of time. That they will 
be saved next Sunday, or the next 
revival campaign, or next year or 
some other time. And that is just 
exactly the-way to go to Hell for- 
ever! Satan doesn’t care if you 
inteng to be saved some time just 
as long as you decide not to be 
Saved now. 
« Salvation is important and it is 
so important you should not even 
wait until you have finished read- 
ing this message to turn to Christ 
and be saved. 


Ill. The Grinding for Sin 

There is something especially 
ironical about this: when Samson 
was captured he was blinded and 
bound and then his enemies took 
him to their prison and put him 
to work grinding food for them. 
He was preparing food for his 
enemies. He was making a living 
for them! How typical this is of 
the man enslaved by sin! 

Many of us have looked into a 
saloon and seen men walk up to 
the bar and plunk down money 
for drink. We have seen pot- 
bellied bartenders pick up _ the 
money and give the customer a 
drink. I always wish the drinker 
could realize what a foolish thing 
he is doing. He is actually paying 
the bartender to ruin his own life.| 

Any liquor seller is the enemy 
of God and of decent people. His 
avowed intention is to sell you 
liquor that will ruin your life and. 
those of your loved ones. He does 
not care that the drink habit may 
prevent your ever turning to 
Christ. How foolish and how 
wicked, then, that any man should 
patronize him for in doing so "you 
are desperately harming yourself 
while helping the enemy ef God! 
That is what Samson did. 
actually prepared food to keep his 
enemies alive! The horrible grind- 
ing of sin! 

Samson’s Death , 
You know the story of Samson's 
death. How his hair grew out 
again. How he prayed to God 
for strength again that he might 
avenge himself on those who had 
blinded him, and how he pulled 
the building down on them, killing 
both himself and his enemies. He 
had lived a wicked life and he 
died with wickeg men, although,

Then came tbe day that Bill's 
parents died and Bill had to leave 


the little town to go to West 
Texas where he w@€s to finish 
school. It was a sad day when 


he and Tom told one another 
good-by but they both agreed 
that they would (finish high 
school and then both attend De- 
catur College where they would 
be roommates... And this they 
did. 


When the time came that both 
had been graduated from high 
school they both went to Decatur 
Baptist College and were room- 
mates. They could not pal 
around together as much as for- 
merly, however, because Bill had 
to work for his room and board 
and tuition. He milked cows, 
laundered shirts for other college 
boys, worked in a grocery store, 
did odd jobs, etc. Tom’s parents 
paid his way and he did not work 
but spent a few hours studying 
and a good many hours having 
one whale of a good time. As in 
high school, he became a great 
favorite with his classmates and 
When the college annual came 
out, had a prominent place as a 
student most likely to succeed in 
life. 

And then came the night that 
Tom staggered to their room 
drunk. He was thoroughly

But he did and before long, 
he was declaring he saw nothing 
wrong in a “little fun” and was 
urging Bill to join up with his 
gang and have “fun,” too. 

He had also picked up _ the 
gambling habit. 

Tom told Bill that his gang 
was teasing him because he had 
a “parson” for a roommate. He 
told Bill to either join up with 
him and his gang or he would 
find another roommate. 

They were “tough” days for 
Bill. His parents had been Chris- 
tians and had led him to Christ 
when he was but a boy. They 
had taught him the Bible and 
warned him that his sins would 
find him out. And yet he envied 
Tom with all his heart. Tom didn’t 
wear overalls to college class- 
rooms—he bought swell clothes 
with gambling money. And Tom 
was so happy-go-lucky—he never 
worried about money he owed, he 
let the other fellow worry about 
it!

He was still 
the most popular boy on the 
campus. 

It was a hard battle for Bill 
but finally he made his decision:

of a church, had a wonderful 
wife and a precious baby—what 
more could any man want? 
When the baby was _ three 
months old, Bill took his little 
family to a Bible conference in 
Ft. Worth. He drove up to the 
church, his wife and baby went 
inside and he was locking the 


car when he noticed a bum lean- 
ing against a post across the 
street. He turned to go into the 
building when someone yelled, 
“Bill!” He turned and looked 
but saw no one he. knew among 
the throng passing by. The bum 
was now walking across. the 
He turned 
again to enter the building when 
again someone yelled, “Hey, 
Bill!” Again he turned and again 
he saw no one he knew. He was 
turning away again when the 
bum stepped upon the sidewalk 
and cried, “Bill—Bill! Don’t you 
know ‘me, Bill?” He swept his 
battered hat from his head and 
sandy hair fell down across his 
forehead and Bill recognized him 
—it was Tom! Tom, the most 
popular boy on the campus! 
Tom, who thought he could sin 
and get by with it! Tom, who 
was now-a bum on the streets of 
Ft. Worth! Tom whose sin had 
found him out! 


Bill put an arm around his old 
friend and took him to the Y. M.
